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I. REMARKS 

In the Advisory Action, the Office indicated that the amendment to the claims 
would be denied entry because the insertion of the term "homologous" raises new issues. 
The Office also indicated that even if support for the term "homologous" is found in the 
specification, there may be issues of enablement because of recombination and 
instability of the recombinant poxvirus. 

In response to the Office's remarks, Applicants direct the Office's attention to 
page 8, the first line of the second full paragraph that clearly indicates that homologous 
recombination is used to prepare recombinant MVA vaccinia virus. Thus, the term is 
supported and entry of the claim amendments are respectfully requested.
